Washington Uh — Guided mis- 
sils will protect key centers of 
population and industrial areas in 
the United States as part of the 
Army ’s defense sy stem. 
Although it was announced last 
March that work would start this 
summer on the setting up of guided 
missile anti-aircraft units, no de­ 
tails hav e been div ulged on how 
far the work has progressed, or 
in what areas it has been under­ 
taken. 
No official list of the cities which 
will get guided missle units has 
been issued but speculation has 
centered on a list of areas which 
include New York, Chicago, De­ 
troit, the Ohio industrial complex , 
Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia, 
San 
Francisco, I,os Angeles, Seattle, 
Boston, Washington, Baltimore and 
others. 
It has become known that the 
96 acres for a battalion using the 
Army will requit an av erage of 
Nike guided missile to protect cit­ 
ies against any swift, high fly ing 
enemy bombers. Pronounced ‘n.v e- 
kee,’ the weapon is named for 
the winged goddess of v ictory in 
Greek my thology . 
The 1,000 mile an hour missile 
is generally supposed to hav e these 
features: 
An ov erall length of about 20 
feet, a body diameter of approx i­ 
mately 18 inches. Fins which con­ 
trol its flight, similar to those of 
an airplane, are about three feet 
in span. The total weight is about 
10,000 peunds. 
The missile presumably is driv en 
by the thrust generated from the 
burning of two ty pes of liquid fuel 
Without specify ing the Nike, the 
Army said nearly a y ear ago en­ 
emy planes can div e, climb, bank, 
side-slip or 
turn 
tail, 
but 
the 
Army 's 
new weapons 
still 
will 
knock them out of the skies. 
Some of the launchers for the 
missiles will be in underground in­ 
stallations. 
The Army has said the Nike can 
be fired day or night in any kind 
of weather and can successfully 
attack enemy aircraft and missiles 
trav eling at supersonic speeds.

Red Cross officials retu rned today 
frcm three weeks in Commu nist 
North Korea and said they were 
allowed to talk only to hand- 
picked U. N prisoners of war— 
u nder the watchfu l eyes of the 
Reds. 
The chief of the 30-man Red 
Cross team, R. 
M. Jerram of 
Cornwall, England, su mmed it u p: 
“The general fru stration of the 
whole thing was a resu lt of an ag­ 
gregate of restrictions, delays and 
petty argu ments.” 
For a military escort the work­ 
ers had "a lot of nasty little thu gs 
with su b-machinegu ns,” Jerram 
said. 
Not a prisoner among the select­ 
ed ones interviewed voiced a sin­ 
gle complaint against the Reds, 
the workers reported. 
Jerram 
“strongly 
su spected” 
that those interviewed were care­ 
fu lly picked; “we were not per­ 
mitted free access to the other 
POW.” 
Released prisoners have said 
the Reds chose only “progressives” 
—prisoners who went along with 
the Reds or at least pu rported to 
—to speak to the Red Cross. 
Jerram said the prisoners inter­ 
viewed spoke in the presence of 
Chinese interpreters.

In other words, a school district 
can’t get any state aid for hauling 
pupils to parochial schools on its 
school bus. Neither can it get any 
money for the pupils it hauled to 
parochial schools last y ear, before 
a recent decision of the Missouri 
Supreme Court. 
Dalton issued the opinion at the 
request of Hubert Wheeler, state 
Commissioner 
of 
E d u c a ti o n. 
Wheeler raised questions about 
use of state 
money 
after 
the 
Supreme Court ruled in J une that 
a Scott County district couldn’t 
use public money to haul students 
to a parochial school at Benton. 
Ev en though the students were 
hauled before the court decision, 
Dalton said the claims could not 
be allowed. He said the Supreme 
Court actually had been inv alid 
since their enactment and could 
not be used as the basis for any 
pay ments. 
Dalton su ggested, howev er, that 
a district which hauled students to 
both 
priv ate and public schools 
cou ld su bmit a claim and be reim­ 
bu rsed if it omitted the parochial 
pu pils.

J ohn Donoho, manager of the 
local office, said he had been in­ 
formed that company and the un­ 
ion had reached agreement on all 
points ex cept one clause in the 
proposed contract. 
This clause, he said, is one that 
would 
prohibit union members 
from striking for triv ial or per­ 
sonal griev ances. Since 195 2 there 
hav e oeen, he said, 35 so-calfod 
‘quickie’ strikes in which work­ 
ers left their jobs for minor mat­ 
ters which could hav e been settl­ 
ed by the regular griev ance com­ 
mittees and the company in its 
effort to prev ent future stoppages 
of serv ice wishes to hav e such 
walk-outs banned. 
Tex t of Clause 
The tex t of the proposed con­ 
tract clause, as released by the 
Associated Press, is that: 
“ The parties agree that all em­ 
ploy e complaints and griev ances 
shall 
be 
presented 
and 
heard 
promptly in accordance with the 
prov isions of the griev ance pro­ 
cedures, to the end that interrup­ 
tions 10 serv ice may be av oided. 
With respect to any complaint or 
griev ance 
which 
is 
subject to 
handling under the prov isions 6t 
the griev ance procedures, the Un­ 
ion officers and representativ es 
shall not authorize or sponsor any 
work stoppage or other interrup­ 
tion of serv ice.” 
The clause was proposed by the 
utility , which calls it a “ protection 
of serv ice” clause. The union has 
referred to it as a “ no-strike” 
clause. 
On all other points the company 
has met the union’s demands, it 
is said. 
One fact the general public does 
not seem to realize is that these 
strikes for more money while 
directed against the company in 
reality will directly effect tele­ 
phone subscribers. Under the pro­ 
posal of from $1 to $1.5 0 per week 
increase in wages offered by the 
company and rejected by the un­ 
ion, it has been estimated it will 
mean an increase in rate to the 
public of approx imately 20 cents 
per telephone.

Besides, if 
we feed them they will become 
more satisfied with their lot. 
Full bellies never have and nev­ 
er will stage a revolution. If those 
East Germans really are hungry, 
the hungrier they get the more 


disposed they will be to throw off 
the Russian yoke. 
In the end, the most we will 
get out of those free parcels will 
be additional provocation to a 
Russian Government with which 
he should want to stay at peace.— 
r'aris Appeal.

Light On T. B. 
Many of man’s worst enemies 
prefer to live in the dark. They’re 
not so dangerous when the light 
is turned on. Tuberculosis, the No. 
1 killer among infectious diseases, 
is one of these. 
The ideal living conditions for 
the TB germ, the tubercle bacillus, 
are found in the warm, moist, 
dark shelter of the human body. 
Supplied with food from the tis­ 
sues, the bacilli thrive and repro­ 


duce. The body defense forces at­ 
tempt to imprison the germ$, build­ 
ing a network of cells and fibers 
around the area of infection. The 
germs may die or they may live on, 
held in check by the police cells. 
If the body defenses are waken­ 
ed by illness or some special 
strain, the captive germs may 
break out and spread through the 
body slowly or, sometimes, explos­ 
ively. This means real trouble, 
actual disease. 
The tubercle bacillus can infect 
practically every part of the hu­ 
man body, but prefers to set up 
headquarters in the lungs. The 
first infection with TB germs usual­ 
ly slides by unnoticed. Even when 
the disease breaks out, it may 
work quietly in the dark with few 
warning symptoms for months or 
years. When symptoms appear, the 
disease may be in an advanced 
stage, difficult to cure. 
But there is a ray of light that 
can penetrate the dark recesses of 
the body and find TB even in an 
early stage. Tuberculosis cannot 
hide from the invisible light of the 
alive today because, with the aid 
of X-ray photographs, the disease 
was diagnosed before it was too 
late for recovery. 
Every adult 
should have a chest X-ray with his 
annual physical examination to 
make sure that TB isn’t hiding in 
the dark.

San Francisco for a visit. The trip

Under present regulations as to 
season and bag hunters are held lo 
a relatively small proportion of 
what is available, no m atter how 
good their gun tcchnlqm 
It’s a 
good thing they aren’t getting too 
heavy a bag because substantial 
proportion of Hie quail and rabbits 
in the annual population D murke J 
for a death in other w’eys. 
Take the quail as an exam p’c 
In spring there are norm ally about 
+wo million birds roadv to nest. 
Half are m ale, half are fem ale. 
These million hens will lav m ore 
than 16 million eggs, of which only 
ten million will ever hatch. Some­ 
thing has already taken a big slice 
out of the potential quail popula­ 
tion of M issouri. The harvesters 
were w eather, accidents and preda­ 
tion by any of a m ultitude of ani­ 
mals and birds that have a fondness 
of quail eggs and setting hens.

Many of m an ’s worst enemies 
prefer to live in the dark. They’re 
not so dangerous when the light 
is turned on. Tuberculosis, the No. 
1 killer among infectious diseases, 
is one of these. 
The ideal living conditions for 
the TB germ, the tubercle bacillus, 
are found in the warm , 
moist, 
dark shelter of the hum an body. 
Supplied with food from the tis­ 
sues, the bacilli thrive and repro-

The ideal living conditions for 
the TB germ , the tubercle bacillus, 
are found in the w arm , 
moist,

Supplied with food from the tis­

Possum Trot 
Contrast In Ways of Life

Often we wonder what advant­

The trip 
home started at six in tho evening

ment like a furnace. 
The parkways were filled with 
people and out in Forest Park were 
far more seekers after a bit of 
moving air than there are inhabi­ 
tants in our Ozark county. When 
we’d left the city behind us and 
started down the highway, we faced 
a procession

come and as darkness fell, the ra­ 
cing headlights poured toward us in 
an endless stream. Gradually as the 
hour grew late they thinned out
